INDIANAPOLIS

Nixon did not mention the nam e 
of Sen.

Kennedy,

Democratic rival for the presi- 
decy, 
in 
a 
fighting 
cam paign 
speech before upwards of 30,000 
Indiana residents gathered in Mon­ 
ument Circle. 
But he referred to critics of 
President Eisenhower who have 
suggested, as Kennedy did, that 
Eisenhower might have expressed 
regrets over the U-2 flight that 
Soviet Prem ier Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev used to torpedo the Paris 
Summit conference. 
“ May the tim e never come when 
it is necessary for the President 
of the United States to apologize 
for defending the security of the 
United States,” he said as his au­ 
dience cheered him to the echo. 
Nixon said that under Eisenhow­ 
er, “We have kept the peace for 
America 
without 
surrender 
for 
eight years and we are pround of 
that record.” 
“ Peace without surrender and 
extention of freedom—this is the 
great issue of this cam paign,” he 
declared. 
He asked the voters to judge for 
themselves “which of the candi­ 
dates is best qualified by judg­ 
ment and experience” to lead the 
nation in the years ahead. 
Nixon voiced his scorn for those 
who “ say America is slipping” 
and is “falling behind the Soviet 
Union.” 
“America is the strongest na­ 
tion militarily and economically,” 
he said, and those who say other­ 
wise “just don’t know what they 
are talking about.” 
“ We are proud of that record,” 
he said, “but we are not complac­ 
cent. America must never settle 
for second best.” 
Nixon said he is confident Am er­ 
ica will stay ahead in the future 
by “facing up to the challenge.” 
He added that in its continued 
dealings with Khrushchev the next 
president 
must, 
as 
Eisenhower 
has, “ be firm , but not belligerent.” 
“He must do nothing to risk a 
nuclear cataclysm ,” he said. 
He added that the next presi­ 
dent must continue to seek dis­ 
arm am ent agreem ents with Rus­ 
sia, but never agreem ents which 
do not provide inspection to insure 
com pliance.”

W ashington (A P) — The A m erican visits of P rem ­ 
ier N ikita Khru shchev are takin g on the air of a m an 
looking over some valu able property he hopes to 
acqu ire. 
When he first cam e here a year ago, he brou ght 
his own person al fam ily along. This tim e he’s brin g­ 
ing his Com m u nist relatives, the top leaders of the 
Iron Cu rtain cou n tries. 
The m ere thou ght of his presen ce seem s to have 
a depressin g effect. The last tim e he cam e, the stock 
m arket wrent down. At the newTs of his second coming, 
it dipped again . 
The last tim e the A m erican govern m en t cou ldn’t 
have been more cordial if it had been a real estate 
agen t. It didn ’t pu t u p a “for sale’’ sign bu t it did 
hold open hou se so he cou ld w an der arou nd. 
This tim e the State D epartm en t is m akin g it clear 
the United States is a restricted neighborhood w here 
the residen ts have signed a covenant again st lettin g 
Com m u nists in. 
Over the weekend the departm en t said Khru shchev 
won’t be perm itted any A m erican travelin g at all. 
In fact, he’ll he so lim ited he can ’t leave M an hattan 
Islan d, even to visit the Soviet lodge on Long Islan d. 
It was done sweetly enou gh. The departm en t said 
in effect it was m akin g all A m erica off-limits to 
him for his own safety. 
Khru shchev shou ldn’t have any trou ble in terp ret­ 
ing this as a piece of diplom atic tit-for-tat for the 
way he wrecked the su m m it m eeting, in su lted P resi­ 
den t Eisenhow er, called off his R u ssian trip, and 
exploited the U2 spy plan e episode. 
From a diplom atic view the State D epartm en t’s 
tim in g was practically exqu isite. 
If it had annou nced su ch stern restriction s on 
K hru shchev before he em barked for this cou n try, he 
m ight have exploded before a hastily su m m on ed 
m ass au dien ce in Moscow and called off his trip. 
In stead, it w aited u ntil K hru shchev and his com ­ 
panions were all boxed-in and ou t at sea in the ship 
th at is bringing them here Sept. 19, one day before 
the United Nations G en eral Assem bly opens. 
He can ’t grab a m icrophone in the m iddle of the 
Baltic or the Atlantic. If he has a tem per-tan tru m 
no one except his shipm ates will have to pu t u p with 
it. If he w an ts to tu rn arou n d and go hom e, it 
probably won’t bother the departm en t. 
Ou r diplom ats cou ld say: Bu t you m ade P residen t 
Eisen how er go hom e, after travelin g all the way to 
P aris for nothing, when you called off the su m m it 
m eeting. So why feel so bad abou t it? 
More likely the dep artm en t’s action will probably 
ju st raise the tem peratu re in K hru shchev’s bu ilt-in 
fu rn ace. 
He has been expected to attack the United States 
within its own borders on the U.N. foru m in New 
York anyway. So an ythin g he adds to it ou t of piqu e 
will be ju st for extra.

— Both con- | 
v entional upright and airtight silos 
can create a hazard to human

beings and liv estock, reminds G.W. 
Isaacs, Purdue Univ ersity agricul- j 
tural engineer. Gases produced by j 
fermentation and other processes j 
in making silage can cause death | 
either by suffocation or by poison- i 
ing. 
Nitrogen diox ide, the y ellowish- 
brown gas formed from fresh sil- I 
age, can cause serious lung dam­ 
age and a few minutes ex posure 
can result in death. Gas in the 
“ sealed” silos is almost certain to 
contain too little ox y gen and too 
much carbon diox ide to sustain j 
life. 
Isaacs say s deadly gas may form j 
as the silo is filled and can re- | 
main sev eral day s in a conv ention- j 
al silo and indefinitely in an air­ 
tight silo. Sy mptoms of gas irrita- I 
tio are coughing, choking, dizzi- j 
ness, headache or breath shortage, 
j 
He lists these precautions to pre- j 
v ent gas injury : 
Av oid entering airtight silos from 
the top. Entry at the bottom is 
safest. Use a fresh air mask and 1 
rope or safety harness with some- I 
one on the outside to pull y ou out | 
in 
case 
of 
trouble. 
If 
irritat-

ing odors are present, get out into 
j 
the fresh air- 
In conv entional silos, run the j 
blower 1 0 to 15 minutes before en- j 
tering. 
Be 
alert for y ellowish- . 
brown fumes. Alway s v entilate the 
space under the silo roof when re- I 
mov ing a plastic cap. Keep chil- | 
dren and animals away from the 
silo area for at least 10 day s after 
the silo has been filled. 
And, call the family doctor if 
any member of y our family shows 
gas poisoning sy mptoms or has 
been ex posed to nitrogen diox ide 
gas.

The cost of crime and juv enile 
delinquency is $128 per y ear for 
each Hoosier man, woman and 
child, according to the figures. 
Impact of this is realized when 
we consider that the cost of run­ 
ning our state gov ernment, with 
all its functions, av erages $183.25 
per y ear for each man, woman 
and child. 
Most all of us are complacent as 
to only a small percentage of our 
y outh being inv olv ed in delinquen­ 
cy . A rude awakening comes when 
a lov ed one is inv olv ed. 
A Marion County y outh was in­ 
dicted by the grand jury for in­ 
v oluntary 
manslaughter, 
arising 
from the killing of three when he 
was in a drag race. Daily our 
papers report crimes ranging from 
theft of autos to rape on the part 
of teenagers. 
The Ford Foundation has made 
a grant of $5,000 to Indiana Uni­ 
v ersity for a three-way study of 
juv enile delinquency . One of the 
projects 
is 
for 
Edmund 
Vax 
of Montreal, a graduate student, 
to go to Europe to study juv enile 
crime. He will seek the economic 
and social env ironment in which 
delinquency breeds, the structure 
of gangs, and compare them with 
what we encounter in the U.S. An­ 
other study will inv estigate use of 
narcotics by y outhful offenders. 
Crime A Serious Problem 
Throughout The Nation 
J . Edgar Hoov er, FBI chieftain, 
estimates 
crime 
costs $506 for 
ev ery av erage family in Indiana 
and the nation. 
This is more than is spent for 
education by all public and priv ate 
schools in the country . It is nine 
times more than we contribute to 
ev ery church and temple in our 
land. It actually adds up to about 
one-third the cost of running the 
entire Federal gov ernment for a 
y ear. 
We pride ourselv es on being a 
law abiding people. Yet, each time 
the clock ticks off 20 seconds an­ 
other serious crime is added to the 
nation’s total. A murder, forcible 
rape, or assault to kill is commit­ 
ted ev ery 4 minutes. There is a 
burglary ev ery 4 6 seconds; a rob­ 
bery each 7 minutes. More than 
30 automobiles are stolen ev ery 


hour. During the past decade, the 
nation’s crime problem has grown 
four times as fast as our increas­ 
ing population. 
Let’s not be complacent about 
crime any longer.
